This fail- 
ing, other ratios up to 20 to 1 will be 
voted Upon; then the house will bo 
given an opportunity to say whether or 
not it will restore the El.ind-Allison act 
of 1878. All these are connected with 
the repeal of the silver purchasing 
clause of the Sherman law of 18UO, that 
is doomed in any eieut. Finally, all 
these having 
failed, assuming that 


they will fail, the naked i.-.sne, uncon- 
ditional repeal. It is generally con- 
ceded that all of the propositions re- 
lating to the coinage ot silvei will be 
defeated, and that unconditional repeal 
will bo carried: only the detail of ma- 
il critics is in doubt
